Bental  Nurses  mence  on  Tuesday,  Septem- 
ber 21st.  Dental  Nurses  in 
training  will  act  as  assistants  to  Senior  Stu- 
dents in  the  Clinical  Department,  and  will  af- 
ford the  members  of  the  Graduating  Class  an 
opportunity  for  experience  in  utilizing  the  ser- 
vices of  a dental  nurse  to  the  best  possible 
advantage. 

Pre-Dental. 

The  Pre-Dental  Course  has  been  designed 
to  be  of  practical  dental  value,  and  appeals 
particularly  to  younger  men  who  have  just 
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completed  their  junior  matriculation  studies. 
Seventeen  students  were  enrolled  as  Pre- 
Dentals,  Session  1919-20,  and  in  view  of  the 
outstanding  success  of  the  course  and  its 
proven  practical  value,  a much  larger  registra- 
tion is  anticipated  for  Session  1920-21. 

Special  Pre-Dental  Laboratory  accommoda- 
tion is  being  provided  for  the  coming  session, 
which  will  make  the  course  even  more  effici- 
ent than  last  session,  and  certainly  much  more 
pleasant  for  the  members  of  the  class. 

Pre-Dental  Students  are  extended  all  of  the 
privileges  of  the  College  and  enjoy  all  of  the 
rights  of  other  Dental  Students.  Those  who 
enrolled  as  Pre-Dentals,  Session  1920-21,  are 
assured  of  a place  in  the  College  the  following 
year. 

Term  Credits. 

Professors  are  required  to  report  stndents’ 
term  credit  in  each  subject,  based  upon  the  fol- 
lowing considerations: 

1.  Attendance. 

2.  Attention  to  duties. 

3.  Recitation,  or  Oral  Quiz. 

4.  Written  Quiz. 

5.  Term  examination. 

6.  Practical  work. 

The  mark  for  practical  work  will  be  based 
on  the  following: 

1.  Neatness  and  cleanliness,  (a)  Work; 

(b)  Surroundings. 

2.  Knowledge  of  subject. 

3.  Mechanical  ability. 

4.  Progress. 

5.  Promptness  with  work. 

6.  Finished  product. 

Conditioned  Students. 

No  student  will  be  permitted  to  enter  a 
higher  year  without  having  first  completed  all 
the  subjects  of  the  lower  year.  Students  who 
fail  to  meet  this  requirement  must  take  the 
year  over. 

Supplemental  Laboratory  and  Infirmary 
Courses. 

Students  who  at  the  close  of  any  regular 
session  are  found  to  be  deficient  in  Labox&tory 
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or  Infirmary  practice,  will  be  required  to  at- 
tend a supplemental  Course  before  proceeding 
with  the  work  of  the  next  higher  year.  For 
this  purpose  the  Infirmary  will  remain  open 
for  two  complete  weeks  following  the  close  of 
the  annual  examinations,  and  re-open  two 
weeks  previous  to  the  supplemental  examina- 
tions in  the  Fall.  The  College  Laboratories 
will  re-open  previous  to  the  regular  session. 
At  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty  Council,  a 
student  who  has  been  conditioned  in  practical 
work  may  be  required  to  attend  one  or  more 
of  these  supplemental  sessions. 

Junior  students  who  are  conditioned  in  clini- 
cal work  may,  in  lieu  of  such  Infirmary  Course, 
sign  indentures  with  a Licentiate  of  Dental 
Surgery,  and  upon  return  to  College  present 
a written  statement  from  the  preceptor  certi- 
fying to  at  least  10  weeks  (exclusive  of  holi- 
days) of  satisfactory  service  in  such  practi- 
tioner’s office. 

Important  Notice. 

The  Board  has,  by  resolution  unanimously 
adopted,  absolutely  prohibited  smoking  by  stu- 
dents in  any  part  of  the  College  building. 
This  action  was  taken  in  the  interests  of  the 
students,  as  no  one  who  hopes  to  conduct  a 
successful  dental  practice  should  acquire  the 
habit  of  smoking  during  office  hours,  and  it  is 
confidently  expected  that  all  students  will 
cheerfully  abide  by  the  regulation. 

Notes. 

All  students  shall  be  courteous  to  each  other 
and  respectful  to  the  members  of  the  Faculty. 

The  deportment  of  the  students  should  be 
such  as  to  prove  him  a gentleman  by  prefer- 
ence, rather  than  by  compulsion.  The  good 
name  and  success  of  the  institution  depends 
largely  upon  the  conduct  and  loyalty  of  its 
students.  Whistling,  loud  talking  or  conduct 
unbecoming  a gentleman  will  not  be  coun- 
tenanced. 

Punctuality  is  enjoined  upon  all  students  in 
keeping  engagements  with  patients  in  the  In- 
firmary, as  well  as  attendance  upon  lectures 
and  laboratory  duties. 
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To  prevent  mistakes,  students  are  urged  to 
exercise  care  over  their  own  property,  as  well 
as  the  property  of  their  fellow  students.  All 
unclaimed  articles  should  be  left  with  one  of 
the  clerks.  Habitual  borrowing  and  lending 
is  prohibited.  Appropriating  property  of  a 
fellow  student  or  that  of  the  College  will  lead 
to  expulsion. 

No  student  is  permitted  to  hold  any  office 
in  any  student  organization,  nor  take  part  in 
any  collegiate  athletic  schedule,  who  carries 
more  than  one  condition,  theoretical  or  prac- 
tical. 

The  following  resolution  was  unanimously 
adopted  by  the  Board:  “That  in  the  future 
anything  in  the  nature  of  a ‘hustle’  or  ‘initia- 
tion' of  the  members  of  one  class  by  the  mem- 
bers of  another  class,  will  be  considered  as  a 
gross  violation  of  Rule  No.  1 as  published  in 
the  announcement  of  the  College,  and  will  be 
punished  by  fine  or  suspension,  or  both,  as  may 
be  deemed  wise  by  the  Faculty  Council." 

No  student  shall,  while  in  attendance  at  this 
school  engage  in  practice  for  his  own  pecuni- 
ary benefit,  either  in  the  Infirmary  or  else- 
where; nor  shall  he  perform  any  dental  oper- 
ations elsewhere  than  in  the  College  or  office 
of  his  preceptor.  Violations  of  this  rule  will 
subject  the  offender  to  immediate  suspension 
from  ail  privileges  of  the  school. 

A mail  box  will  be  assigned  each  student. 
Students  are  requested,  however,  to  have  their 
correspondence  addressed  to  their  rooms 
rather  than  to  the  College. 

Venereal  Disease. 

No  student  is  permitted  to  attend  the  Royal 
College  of  Dental  Surgeons  who  has  venereal 
disease.
